Notice 
that these estimates are compared with the actual 
costs of the past year, in each case. If you wish to 
analyse these actual costs to determine whether you 
think that they are justified, you will find them de- 
tailed (in the same order that they appear in the Buc- 
get) on Page 22. 


If you do not vote to “accept the Budget as print- 
ed,”’ each item may be voted upon separately, by mak- 
ing a motion to that effect. But if you propose to in- 
crease the Budget estimates, you will likely be raising 
your tax rate. |

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TOWN ROAD CONSTRUCTION 
Mill Brook and Mad River Roads 
(John Rivers, Engineer) 


The TRA job for 1948 was at Mill Brook. A bull- 
dozer was employed, and the whole length of the road 
was ditched, graded and much of it graveled. Consid- 
erable blasting had to be done to widen the road. 


The total cost of the job was $2,045.79, of which 
the State allotted $1,064.70. Mr. George Fadden con- 
tributed $200.00. 


We paid $735.00 for bulldozer work, $219.46 for 
Dynamite and Drilling, $84.60 for Gravel and $48.25 
for Fenceposts, Garage, Etc., a total of $1,087.31. The 
balanee, $958.48, went for trucking and labor. 


We are grateful to George for his cooperation, 
and the Town is indebted to John Rivers for the per- 
sonal interest and extra effort which he has put into 
this job. It is an outstanding accomplishment. 


The Town appropriated $500.00 to replace a large 
culvert, and $1,500.00 to tar one mile of the Mad River 
Road. The culvert was placed with the help of a bull- 
dozer.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Thornton School Board: 


My sixth annual report is herewith submitted for 
your consideration. The topics discussed are the ones 
about which you as well as the public in general may 
wish specific information. 


We were all disappointed that Miss Carolyn TT. 
Stevens was unable to resume full teaching duties at 
the opening of this school year. Because of her ill- 
ness, Mrs. Harriette G. Hartwell was employed as sub- 
stitute teacher for an indefinite period. Recent infor- 
mation from the Teachers’ Retirement Board is that 
Miss Stevens has applied for retirement from Thorn- 
ton. It is with regret that we record the termination 
of services by one who personified those qualities of 
loyalty, thoroughness, and interest in each individual 
pupil which characterize great teaching. 


For the first time since my connection with the 
schools of Thornton our children are receiving the ben- 
efit of regular music instruction under a specially 
trained teacher. Stephen E. Childs of Rumney now 
directs the work in music in six of the seven towns in 
Supervisory Union No. 48 on a full time basis. Few, 
if any, of our children will ever realize any financial 
benefit from their music instruction but every one of 
them will find their lives enriched through its influ- 
ence. In future years they will be grateful to the 
school board and town which gave them this new op- 
portunity. 

School transportation is a problem that will al- 
ways be with us and regardless of what limits are es- 
tablished there will be extensions of service that we 
should like to grant. Since a legal limit of two miles 
has been placed on the distance pupils may be required 
to walk to school that is the shortest distance most 
school districts have furnished transportation. <A dis- 
tance of two miles may be reasonable and proper on 
some types of road and quite open to question on a 
road carrying heavy traffic. It is to be hoped that 
provision can be made in the budget for transportation 
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less than two miles at school board discretion and 
where such transportation would not lead to the estab- 
lishment of new routes. 

Arrangements were completed to serve hot 
lunches at each school from January 3rd through the 
month of March. Federal assistance, payments by 
children, and school money are the sources of support 
for the program. A great deal of donated foods from 
government agencies is available merely by our pay- 
ing delivery charges. General experience over the 
whole country shows that better health conditions and 
improved school work are two of the direct results of 
a lunch program. 

Thornton is one of several towns which may well 
give consideration to possible membership in a co- 
operative school district for high school purposes. All 
towns in this vicinity might profit from a pooling of 
resources but the plan should be investigated most 
thoroughly by those towns that do not maintain their 
own high school. By the time this report is printed, 
Thornton people will have been given an opportunity 
to get information and to hear discussions that will 
help them make their final decision. 

Proper recognition of good teaching service ought 
to lead to two methods of salary increases based on 
professional improvement and on teaching experience 
in our schools. . At the present time our salaries are 
only the minimum allowed and are entirely out of line 
with those we should have to pay if any of our teach- 
ers were replaced by recent and inexperienced grad- 

uates from teacher training institutions. My recom- 
mendations to the School Board will carry a specific 
plan for giving proper recognition. 

The work of our teachers is efficient and loyal; 
and the progress of pupils is good; the support and at- 
titude of parents are helpful; interest and constructive 
thinking by school board members is commendable. 
For all these encouragements and helps your superin- 
tendent is very grateful.

One orthopedic case was taken to the clinic at 
Manchester and follow-up treatment under the direc- 
tion of the orthopedic nurse is being given in the home. 

Hot supplementary lunches are welcomed heart- 
ily by the children at the noon hour. As many of the 
children are away from home all day and carry 
lunches, this seems a very valuable addition to the 
program. 


I have enjoyed attending various nurses meetings, 
the State Institute and the Work Shop on Health 
which was held at Keene Teachers College the first 
week in September. 


The fine cooperation of parents, children, teach- 
ers, school board and superintendent is always appre- 
ciated.
